To the inhabitants of the Town of Randolph in the County of Coos in said State, 

Qualified to vote in Town affairs: You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall in said 
Randolph on Tuesday, the Tenth of March, next, at five thirty of the clock in the afternoon 
to: 


1. Choose by ballot all necessary Town Officers. 


FOR EACH OF THE FOLLOWING ARTICLES: 


TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE TO 
(a majority vote is required on each unless otherwise noted) 


2. Discontinue the Town Road Improvements Expendable Trust Fund. (Balance of 
approximately $262,000 will be added to the General Fund Surplus.) The Selectmen 
Recommend Passage of This Article. 


3. Create an expendable trust fund under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a to be known as 
the Town Roads and Bridges Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of building, 
replacing, reconstructing, or maintaining: roads, bridges, and associated features and 
appoint the Selectmen as agents to expend. Raise and appropriate $327,000 and 
place it in the trust fund; $262,000 to come from General Fund Surplus, $65,000 to be 
raised by taxation. The Selectmen Recommend Passage of This Article. 


4. Raise and appropriate up to $350,000 to be placed in the Town Roads and Bridges 
Expendable Trust Fund. Authorize Bridge Aid Funds received from the State to 
reimburse the Town for their 80% share of the construction of the Bridge over Carlton 
Brook to be used for this purpose. This article to be non-lapsing for a period of two 
years. The Selectmen Recommend Passage of This Article. 


5. Authorize the Selectmen to enter into a two-year contract for the collection and hauling 
of Municipal Solid Waste and Recyclables. Contract not to exceed $20,000 per year. 
The Selectmen Recommend Passage of This Article. 


6. To authorize the Selectmen to sell in part, and or negotiate easements on and over, the 
parcel shown on the Tax Maps of Randolph as Map R14 Lot 5 and located on the north 
side of US Route 2 (east of Farrar’s) acquired by tax collector’s deed in 1946 and 
previously held as a possible site for the municipal building complex which was 
subsequently built on Pinkham “B” Road. This authorization to be non-lapsing until 
rescinded. The Selectmen Recommend Passage of This Article. 


7. To authorize the Selectmen to sell in whole, in part, or in multiple parts, and negotiate 
easements on and over, the parcel shown on the Tax Maps of Randolph as Map R14 
Lot 20 (also known as 1187 US Route 2) being the site of the former Randolph fire 
station (previously the West School House deeded by the Randolph School District to 
the Town of Randolph in 1982). This authorization to be non-lapsing until rescinded. 
The Selectmen Recommend Passage of This Article.

2009 Selectmen’s Report 


Dear Randolphians, 


We formally dedicated the Cross Meeting Room at Town Hall in mid July. We're pleased to report to 
all that don’t know through personal experience that the renovated and expanded Town Hall has 
been busy with formal Town functions, Randolph Foundation and RMC meetings, square dances, 
birthdays and anniversaries, presentations by groups like the Mt. Washington Observatory, many 
pot luck suppers with speakers or films sponsored by the library folks, and the traditional Christmas 
party sponsored by the firemen’s association. We are very lucky to have such a great facility in 
Town. 


One sad note this year was the passing of a quiet Randolphian who contributed so much to Town. 
Jim Penney as chairman of the Cemetery Trustees was responsible for creating a new Randolph 
Cemetery on the hill. Not only the cemetery spokesman, Jim did much of the work necessary to 
make it a reality. His contributions have been similar in other areas also. The new emergency 
services building and highway sheds came about through Jim’s efforts and generosity to get his 
family’s Broadacres Trust to donate the site for the buildings; he then participated in the planning, 
and cleared the lot as the actual building began. Once again Jim, his chainsaw, and tractor cleared 
the site for the Town Hall and Library expansion. Jim will be missed by us individually and as a 
Town. 


Looking forward to the upcoming year there are a couple of new building projects anticipated. One 
is the completion of a salt shed next to the highway garage. This was necessitated by changes in 
our salt supply which has become less reliable and requires us to purchase in a larger quantity than 
is appropriate to mix immediately with the road sand. The foundation and paving was done last fall, 
this year we need to put up walls and a roof. 


A larger and more noticeable project will be the replacement of the Carlton Brook Bridge on Durand 
Road a project that must move forward this year to avoid losing the 80% State funding we’ve been 
approved for. After a false start with a “downstate” engineering firm we switched to HEB Engineers 
of North Conway. Our native son, Jason Ross is the project engineer. The new plans work to make 
the replacement suitable for Durand Road rather than I-93. The bridge project will cause some 
disruption to our routines. Significant savings result from closing the road completely during 
construction, so trips to the Town Hall and Library from the east end of Town will require an extra 
excursion past Lowe’s. On the bright side the plans call for using all precast components which will 
speed the construction. It’s estimated that it should be complete in six weeks. The plan (not a 
promise until a contract is signed) is to do the construction in May and June, or if that’s not possible, 
September and October. 


We all had a bit of sticker shock when we received our tax bills in November. They were up 6.9% 
over the previous year. The Selectmen continue to work to hold the Town portion of the tax rate as 
constant as possible, it has been $4.07 / thousand for the past three years, however we have no 
control over the County and Coop Schoo! Tax Rates which have seen steady increases with more 
anticipated. 


We last did Tax Revaluation in 2004. A New Hampshire State law which recently has been enforced 
due to the many lawsuits regarding State funding of education requires us to do a revaluation every 
five years, so this is the year. Once again representatives of the assessing company will be visiting 
all properties to verify the information we have on file. We encourage you to allow the 
representative to measure the outside and inspect the inside of your homes. Having accurate 
information makes the process more accurate and fairer. [Should you not want an assessor on your 
property without an appointment, please call the Town office and make that Known (and then try to 
be flexible about scheduling an appointment).] New valuations will be published in August and 


taxpayers then given a chance to talk to the assessors if they feel there is an error. Please 
remember that even though the assessed value of your home changes, your tax bill may not. The 
same amount of money will be raised regardless of the revaluation. That amount will be divided by 
the total of all new valuations, so if the total is more than the current $50,315,000 total valuation the 
actual tax rate goes down. 


Although having curbside trash collection and recycling seems like a luxury, it’s actually much less 
expensive than maintaining a transfer station. It’s nice when things work out that way!!! 


Your participation in recycling is not only good for the planet, but saves the Town money since we 
do not have to pay by the ton for recyclables as we do with trash. There have been a couple of 
small changes recently in the recyclables rules. Wide mouth plastic containers like mayonnaise and 
peanut butter are now accepted - #1 and #2 plastics still need to be sorted, and please remember to 
remove the caps. Boxboard (soda a beer cartons; cereal, cracker, cookie, and shoe boxes, etc) will 
now be collected with the corrugated cardboard. A revised flyer with the new information is inserted 
in this report. 


Every two years we have to renew the contract for the collection and transportation of the trash and 
recyclables and this is the year it comes due for renewal. Our longtime contractor, Wayno’s Disposal 
Service, has been able to offer us rates that are unchanged for trash collection and only slightly 
increased for recyclables pickup. Your participation in recycling is not only good for the planet, but 
saves the Town money since we do not have to pay by the ton for recyclables as we do with trash. 
However, Wayno’s has requested that we change the pickup date for recyclables to the first 
Saturday of the month. So starting with the April pickup put your recyclables out on the first 
Saturday. 


We look forward to seeing you at Town meeting, or in Town this summer.

Randolph Public Library Report 2008 


“The Randolph Library has come a long way since the days when it operated from 
a private home...” This direct quote from Mary Edgerly’s Library report of 1968 is a 
fitting introduction forty years later. The actual construction of the new library was 
completed by the end of 2007, with the interior shelving, furnishing, and move-in taking 
place over the first 3 months of 08. Year-round operation began on April 2. New 
operating hours were established as follows: Monday & Sat. 10 a.m. - noon (staffed by 
volunteers), Wed. & Thurs. 3-8 p.m. Rodney Hayes was hired as Assistant Librarian. 

Wednesday morning children’s story time took place for six weeks with the help 
of volunteers, and an afternoon program was added for older children. A grant from the 
Kids, Books, and the Arts program provided funding for the Wildlife Encounters Zoo to 
bring a live animal presentation to the Town Hall. 

Although difficult to compare operating statistics with previous years due to 
additional hours and services such as online computer access, and the extensive Hubbard 
DVD collection, what follows will hopefully represent a comparison.

RANDOLPH CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


2008 


We have frequently made note in our annual reports that no community retains its character by 
accident. It is noteworthy that while change is inevitable, Randolph does retain its character with a 
broad range of efforts to care for our water and land, our habitat for plants and birds and animals, 
within a community of people. It is not luck or chance that people consistently see Randolph as ‘staying 
pretty much the same’. 


It is the accumulative effect of the regular duties of the Conservation Commission and other town 
agencies which combine to sustain Randolph even as there are life’s changes. 


Some examples are: *reviewing Wetlands Bureau permits as required by law; *writing support 
recommendations for the Mountain Club’s grant application for trail maintenance; *on the ground 
verification of boundaries of town-owned land and town-held easements.

With the death of Jim Penney last summer, the town lost it’s most experienced 
and knowledgeable cemetery trustee. He will be much missed. Jim had served 
as Chairman of the Trustees for several years and knew how to take care of all 
questions that arose. When there were physical tasks to be done, he typically 
did them himself (Ken Corrigan normally digs the graves, the monument 
suppliers install the headstones, and Bill Arnold does the mowing). 


Suzie Lowe Santos’ three-year term expires this March and will need to be filled 
at this years Town Meeting. Fortunately, Suzie (who acts as clerk of the 
committee and maintains the maps of both town cemeteries) is willing to run for 
re-election. Steve Hartman was elected in '08, Jim Baldwin in ’07. Since Jim 
Penney’s death, Baldwin and Hartman have been serving as co-chairs of the 
Committee.

Policies and Prices on Plots in the New Cemetery 


There are no more plots available in the old town cemetery on Durand Road. 
The new cemetery, a large dog-leg field beside and behind the Randolph 
Church, has ample space to serve the town for several decades. The land was 
given to the Town by Sally and Greg Glines. 


The cemetery trustees have reviewed policies for developing the property in an 
orderly way and, after review by the Selectmen, have established the following 
policies: 

1. For the next several years, all burials and all sales of plots will be confined 
to the long dog-leg section on the north side of the service road that runs 
west-to-east and loops around the flagpole on the east end. 

2. Plots will be offered for sale within this section at a uniform price of $100 
per standard plot (4’ x 10’). Purchasers may buy multiple plots according 
to expected family needs. While the normal grave layout will be an E-W 
orientation with headstones at the east end, it will also be possible to alter 
that orientation, but only in one purchases three or more adjacent plots 
(see Suzie Lowe Santos for details). Plots will be sold on a first-come, 
first-served basis. Each purchaser's name will be entered on a master 
list, keyed to a cemetery map which will be maintained by one of the 
Trustees (currently Suzie L.S.). 

3. Purchasers will also be required to purchase four 4” square granite plot 
markers (called corner posts), with the family initial on the upside end, so 
they can be placed at the four corners of each owner's area. Corner posts 
can be purchased from any monument maker (e.g. Nicoletti, in Berlin, will 
provide and install initialed corner posts for about $140; self-installation 
will save you only $20!).

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Randolph Forest Commission 
Annual Report 2008 


This has been an extremely busy year on the Community Forest both in terms of work 
conducted on the forest and educational outreach opportunities which have occurred. 


When the Community Forest was created, one of the very important cornerstones of its 
inception was the educational opportunities that owning and managing a community forest 
would present. This past year the members of the Forest Commission had several opportunities 
to demonstrate to other communities the model of the Randolph Community Forest and the 
benefits of having a town or city own and be responsible for the local management of a publicly 
held tract of land. These discussions have certainly inspired those communities to contemplate 
the creation of their own community forests and to provide an opportunity for local ownership, 
input and control in the management of those lands. 


In February members of the Forest Commission participated in a research project being 
conducted by the Environmental Studies Department of Antioch University in Keene, New 
Hampshire. Members of the Forest Commission had been asked to participate in this research 
project whereas the Randolph Community Forest had been identified as an innovative and 
successful example of balancing the roles of sustainable and responsible timber harvesting while 
supporting traditional outdoor recreation, environmental protection, and public access. This 
international case study will compare the successes achieved in Randolph with community 
managed forests in Romania, Bolivia, Cambodia and other locations. It is anticipated that the 
results of this exciting research will be published sometime in 2009. 


In May members of the Forest Commission made a presentation at a seminar involving 
the Mahooosuc Initiative which is a group of communities in eastern New Hampshire and 
western Maine who are exploring possible strategies for future growth management in those 
communities while also preserving the traditional uses of the land and allowing for continued 
public access where appropriate. Commission members participated in a facilitated exercise and 
explained to the group the Randolph Community Forest story and later in the day led the 
participants on a tour of several sites in the Community Forest stopping at recent wildlife 
projects which had been completed and also discussing ongoing timber harvests. 


In late September Forest Commission members presented the Randolph Community 
Forest model to a group of community leaders from the state of Washington. This group had 
traveled to New Hampshire to learn about community forests and how our successes here in New 
Hampshire might serve as a blueprint for similar initiatives in the western part of the country 
where land ownerships are quite different than on the east coast. Members of this group 
included town and county elected officials, local foresters and land managers, private landowners 
and ranchers who worked the land. It is safe to say that those who attended this tour were 
inspired about what they had learned and observed about the Randolph Community Forest and 
were eager to return to their communities to start work on their own forest initiatives.

In October the rorest Commission participated in a tour for Regional Foresters sponsored 
by the US Forest Service. This presentation outlined to the foresters the history, opportunities 
and partners that helped create the Randolph Community Forest as well as discussing the current 
management of the forest, ongoing and proposed timber harvests, and collaboration with other 
group activity managers such as the Randolph Mountain Club and the Waumbek-Methna 
Snowmobile Club. 


This past year has also been a busy one “on the ground” of the Community Forest. Our 
wildlife team has been busy laying out defined transects in strategic locations on the forest. 
These transects will be used for future research and inventory work such as wildlife and bird 
populations, changes in habitat occurring in the forest, and for conducting inventories of plant 
species and other research opportunities. We have also continued to complete planned wildlife 
habitat projects with 6 additional acres of wildlife openings being created and additional aspen 
and alder regeneration work occurring during the year. 


During the summer a particularly difficult stream crossing across the Pond of Safety 
Road was dramatically improved when the existing pair of culverts which had been susceptible 
to yearly washout and erosion were replaced with a 40 foot Bailey bridge. Not only did the 
installation of this bridge provide a permanent solution to this difficult maintenance area, it also 
allows for a natural stream bed to exist under the bridge which will encourage invertebrates and 
other small land and water creatures to follow this natural watercourse uninhibited from one side 
of the road to the other. The Randolph Community Forest has a cooperative maintenance 
agreement with the US Forest Service for the Pond of Safety Road and the US Forest Service 
was instrumental in assisting the town with the installation of this bridge project. 


This year’s educational Forest Tour took place on August 9"" and highlighted the wildlife 
work which has been occurring on the forest. Stops were made on the Pond of Safety road to 
view a newly established 4 acre wildlife opening and to view recent grouse and woodcock 
habitat regeneration work. A discussion took place about the transect project and how the 
transects are laid out and utilized, and the tour finished up with a visit to the newly installed 
Bailey bridge stream crossing. A local logger who had recently been involved with one of the 
timber harvests on the forest was also a member of the tour and provided valuable information to 
the group on current timber harvesting techniques and was available to answer any questions. 


This fall and winter timber harvesting continued on the forest as per the stewardship plan 
and some very cold winter weather has made for good working conditions in the forest providing 
timber fiber and saw logs to the local wood products markets and contributing to the local 
economy. 


In closing, the Forest Commission would like to take a moment to encourage all residents 


to take an opportunity to during the year to visit and explore your Community Forest and to 
hopefully join us for our annual Forest Tour during the summer.

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Planning Board Annual Report

In January the planning board accepted the completed application for a subdivision 
proposal from Becky Boothman and Wayne Parker which would create four lots at the end of the 
Randolph Hill Road and two additional lots that would have their lot lines adjusted. After several 
meetings with the Planning Board and a public hearing, the project was approved in March of 
this past year. As part of this project one of the lots, a 10 acre parcel which abuts the Randolph 
Community Forest was offered for purchase to the town for the creation of a permanent trail 
head and small parking area if there was interest in the community to do so. With this 
opportunity in mind, at the March 11, 2008 Town Meeting the Town voted to authorize the 
purchase of this land using grants and donations, and if the purchase is successful to designate 
the land as part of the Randolph Community Forest. 


In June the Board received a letter from a consultant to SBA Network Services making 
formal notification of the company’s proposed intent to install a telecommunications tower in 
town near the area adjacent to Rt. 2 known locally as “Bowman.” As part of the application 
process SBA Network Services was required to have the proposed project reviewed by the New 
Hampshire Division of Historical Resources/State Historic Preservation Office. As part of this 
review the Planning Board offered comments for their consideration. As of the date of this 
report, no further action or application has been filed with the town in regards to this project. 


During the year the Planning Board attended to several items involving the Randolph 
Community Forest. As outlined in the Randolph Town Forest Ordinance, the Planning Board 
has the authority and duty to approve the adoption and any amendments to the Town Forest 
Stewardship Plan as well as approving the forest management budget as proposed by the Forest 
Commission. In fulfilling these collateral duties, the Board reviewed two proposed amendments 
as presented by the Forest Commission, the first for a proposed construction of a parking area at 
the entrance to the Pond of Safety Road just beyond the gate, and a second amendment to lay 
out a series of permanent transects on the Community Forest for the purpose of inventorying and 
monitoring wildlife and plant species. After consideration both proposals were approved by the 
Board. In other Forest Commission business, the Planning Board also approved the proposed 
annual budget of the Community Forest. 


As in previous years, in March the Planning Board hosted the annual Municipal Law 
update which consisted of a review of any new laws passed by the legislature and an explanation 
and discussion of how they may affect the future planning and current subdivision and land use 
regulations as adopted by the town. 


The Planning Board meets on the first Thursday of each month and the public is invited 
and encouraged to attend.

2008 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


The AVRRDD 2008 Budget apportionment for our member municipalities totaled $467,000. A 
surplus of $354,510.56 from the 2007 budget was used to reduce apportionments with a net budget of 
$112,489.44 being billed to the member municipalities. The proportionate share of the credit for the Town 
of Randolph was $2,265.27 reducing your gross apportionment of $4,595.83 to $2,330.56. Preliminary 
reconciliation of the 2008 budget shows a surplus of approximately $271,152.28 being available to credit 
toward 2009 apportionments. 


Our Materials Recycling Facility marketed a total of 1,674.40 tons of recyclables, for the period 
January 1, 2008 through December 31, 2008, representing $142,132.63 of marketing income to the District. 


For calendar year 2008, our Transfer Station received 2,605 deliveries from District residents for a 
total of 724.26 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris. In addition, our 232 
commercial accounts delivered 357.07 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris and 
1,130.18 tons of wood. Recycling at the Transfer Station consisted of 2,037.39 tons of wood that was 
processed through a grinder, 189.93 tons of scrap metal, 256.55 tons of leaf and yard waste and 121.20 tons 
of brush which was chipped with the District owned chipper. In addition, 363 refrigerators/air 
conditioners; 391 propane tanks; 4,534 tires; 16,294 feet of fluorescent bulbs; 362 pounds of ballasts and 
42.81 tons of electronics were recycled. We also received 2,235 gallons of waste oil from our residents 
which was used in our waste oil furnace to heat the recycling center. Transfer Station recycling income 
totaled $26,355.87. The Recycling Center and Transfer Station are operated, under contract with the 
District, by FERCO Recycling, Inc. of Berlin. 


Election of officers was held at the District Annual Meeting in April 2008: Linda Cushman of 
Jefferson was re-elected Chairman; Yves Zornio of Gorham was re-elected Vice Chairman and Clara 
Grover of Errol was re-elected Secretary-Treasurer. Other District Representatives are: Raymond Holt of 
Dummer, David Tomlinson of Randolph, Richard Lafleur of Berlin, Paul Grenier for the Coos County 
Unincorporated Places, Erik Gagne of Milan, Winston Hawes of Northumberland and George Bennett of 
Stark. 


In June, the District conducted its seventeenth annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
Day. The collection was held at the District Transfer Station with 265 households participating. The 
project was funded through the District Household Hazardous Waste Fund with a $15,000 payment from 
the Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget. No assessment was made to the District communities. In addition, a 
grant from the State of New Hampshire reimbursed the District at fourteen cents ($.17) per capita. The 
next Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day will be held Saturday, June 6, 2009 at the District 
Transfer Station. 


2008 was the sixth year of operations for the AVRRDD- Mt. Carberry Landfill. Since purchasing 
the landfill in December 2002, no assessments have been made to the District municipalities for Mt. 
Carberry Landfill operations, with income raised through landfill tipping fees covering operating expenses. 
The landfill is operated, under contract with the District, by Cianbro Corp.

Family Resource Center @ Gorham Annual Report January 15, 2009 


In 2008, the Resource Center provided direct services to approximately 1,000 low 
income children, youth and families in Randolph and the surrounding communities. 
Hundreds of others received referrals to other services, attended a class or workshop. 


The direct services the FRC staff provided included home visiting for families at risk 
of abuse and neglect, after school programs, substance abuse prevention activities, 
workforce development training, computer classes and parenting workshops. The Center 
again sponsored “Coats for Community” which provided free donated winter clothing to over 
400 individuals and “Operation School Supplies” which provided 218 needy students with 
backpacks and school supplies to start the school year. Last year the Center provided over 
360 low income families and seniors with free on-line tax filing and returned over $175,000 
in refunds and tax credits and we have already started this program up again for this year. 
This year we are also helping families access fuel assistance and winter weatherization 
programs. 


Residents from Randolph have participated in the Center’s after school program, 
computer classes, parenting workshops, workforce development program and free income 
tax preparation program in 2008. We have also had several Randolph residents participate 
on the Center’s board of directors and volunteer in many of the programs. 

We are grateful to the Town for its support as we continue to offer skills and build 
capacity for the children, youth and families of the Androscoggin Valley.

As we endure difficult economic times, you should be proud of the work done by the all-volunteer 
crew that runs the Mount Washington Regional Airport. As a local taxpayer—and non-pilot, by 
the way—I know | am. 


Factors that affected the nation affected airport users, as well. The continued rise of fuel prices in 
2008 led to a modest decline in air traffic for the year. That said, our volunteer manager 
aggressively managed inventory and retail pricing to maximize our returns as prices increased. 
Fuel sales accounted for more than 78% of our operational revenue. 


For 2008, the Mount Washington Regional Airport continued with its plan for growth and 
expansion. A program to develop a parallel taxiway, which will provide a significant level of 
added safety for aircraft on the ground, is continuing. Studies are also underway for the planning 
and design of a precision instrument landing system at Whitefield. When complete, Mt 
Washington Regional will be just one of a few airports in northern New England to have such a 
system. 


Over the past several years, our ability to get $39 in capital improvement money for each dollar 
we raise has led to the infusion of millions of dollars into our economy. This represents jobs that 
go to New Hampshire residents—including those from our contributing towns, as well as products 
purchased from local businesses. We expect to continue bringing such investments into the North 
Country. 


But we can't do it alone. We count on your continued support at your town meeting, and we 
welcome your participation at our meetings—as a volunteer airport leader, if you wish, or as a 
member of the public. 


We are proud to have kept the contribution rate flat again this year, 75 cents per capita. In spite 
of higher energy costs, we believe our efforts to boost revenue from fuel sales, equitable user 
fees, and the use of volunteers to help manage the facility lets us keep the town obligation stable, 
while still providing benefits to residents and businesses in each of our communities. Year 2000 
US Census figures place your 2007 contribution at $340
